Among the prominent bills at prcscn

The measure goes 
too far. It might be well enough to pro- 
tect employes in the capitol in the pos- 
session of their jobs, but when it comes 
to apply the same rule to state institu- 
tions it would be well to hesitate. There 
are nearly 300 employes in each of the 
state hospitals for the insane, and it 
would certainly- be dangerous to guar- 
antee their jobs and at the same time 
hold the superintendent responsible for 
their 
actions. 
Personal 
experience, 


would convince nny man that the super- 
intendent who is in immediate control 
should have the power to hire and dis- 
charge all his subordinates. Any other 
system would lead to lack of discipline 
and 
to more or less neglect of duty. 


What is true of the hospitals is also true 
of 
the other state institutions. It

When William Shenkenberg, chairman,

June to January, should it Open at that 
time ,he evidently obtained possession of 
the wrong figures, for upon, making an 
investigation the Journal discovers that • 
there will bo a deficit o£ $'2,000 and per- 
haps a larger Bum, after the buildings are 
furnished and the patients transferred 
from other asylums where they have 
been cared for since the .burning of the 
old buildings over a year ago. 


ASSETS VS. LIABILITIES. 


The books of the county clerk show 


that the total assets, including the bond 
issue of ."5100,000, to be $145,000, this 
latter amount constituting the asylum 
building fund. The liabilities to date 
for the buildings, purchase of land, etc., 
is $140,000, leaving a balance, of $5,000 in 
the building fund proper. 


In the asylum maintenance fund there 


is $10,000. 'This is not considered a, part 
of the building fund and is intended to 
go towards meeting the expense of main- 
taining the asylum when in operation, 
but of course the county board shall de-. 
termine this later on. 


SOME OTHER EXPENSE ITEMS. 
Then there is the question of furnish- 


ing and equipment of the building, which 
will not cost less than 810,000; 
next 


comes the estimate for the new fire pro- 
tection at §5,500; transfer of patients 
at $1.500, which will leave a deficit of 
$12,000 in sight and no provisions are 
here allowed for incidental expenses. 


Evidently Mr. Shenkenberg and the 


building committee made a mistake in 
the estimate of the finances on hand. 
Possibly figures were taken from the 
November report of the county treasur- 
er, when there was about $45,000 on 
hand. 


ANOTHER SESSION? 


Considerable talk is going on as to 


where money is to be obtained to make 
up the deficit liable to occur. There 
must be another meeting of the board to 
provide this if it is intended to open 
the building before January next.

BATTLE CREEK.

been friction between Gen. Kuropatkiu 
and Gen. Gripenberg and added: 


"I .have heard a great deal of talk 


about Kuropatkin's nsking to be reliev- 
ed, but nothing positive can be said ou 
the subject at present." 


THE FIRST EXPLANATION. 


There are two conflicting versions of 


the incident. According to one of them 
General Gripenberg complained to 
the 


emperor that General Knropatkin had re- 
fused to support his flanking movement 
in view of which Gripenberg asked to be 
relieved. The emperor, it is added, then 
telegraphed to Kuropntkin asking for an 
explanation in reply to which Knropat- 
kin wired that his health wns shattered 
and requested permission to turn over 
his command to Gen. Linevitch. 


GIYEX MORE CKEDEVCE. 


According to the second nnd more com- 


monly credited version of the affair, Ku- 
ropatkin complnined to the emperor that 
Griponbcrg undertook the flanking move- 
ment in defiance of orders and demanded 
the general's dismissal. 


The hope is generally expressed that 


the incident will be satisfactorily adjust- 
ed us it is realised on all sides that Ku- 
ropatldn's departure from 
the 
front 


would prove a severe blow to1 hopes of 
victory in the near future. 


Gripenberg's withdrawal

Legislation 


Will be Enacted by tlie 


House Next Week. 


DECISION ARRIVED AT 


IN CAUCUS YESTERDAY 


Opposition Mainly Centered in New 


York and Pennsylvania—Demo- 


crats Have Substitute 


Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—Kate regu- 


lating legislation will be enacted by the 
house of representatives next week. Af- 
ter a stormy conference of tlu-ee hours 
the Republican members of the house 
this afternoon, under the leadership of 
Speaker Cannon, decided to pass 
the 


Townsend-Esch bill without amendment. 
The. committee on rules was instructed 
lo bring in a rule setting aside two days 
next week for the consideration iolhd, pas- 
sage of the bill. Debate probably" will 
commence at 11 o'clock Tuesday, morn- 
ing, nnd the vote likely will be-taken at 
4 
o'clock 
Wednesday 
afternoon. On 


Wedno?dnv the two houses nAscniblo. in 
the, honw to count the electoral vote 
for president and vice president, and be- 
cause of these ceremonies the vote on the 
bill may not bo taken until Thursday. 


Under the rule which the Republicans 


of the house will adopt no amendments 
to the bill will be considered, and the 
only votes in order will bo upon the bill 
which the Democrats will offer as a sub- 
stitute and then upon the passage of tho 
Townsi'nd-Escli bill na it 
now stands. 


With the passage of this measure all 
nilroad rate legislation of the session 


will he had. The senate will not' act 
upon tho bill. 


Attention is called lo the fact that 


the Democrats are sparring for a.chance, 
lo lake advantage of the principles em- 
bodied in the Republican bill. The Dem- 
ocrats will be given a vote on the ques- 
tion of Mibstituting their rale bill for 
the Esch-Townsend measure, but after 
that tlie vote will come direct on that 
bill without amendment. In other words 
the Republicans have lined up for the 
bill. 


The opposition' to the bill centers 


mainly in the cast, Pennsylvania, and 
New York showing, up with a number in 
opposition, nnd there were scattering 
votes from other sections of the coun- 
try against the caocus program. 


CANNON AVERTS STAMPEDE. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
congressmen 
at- 


tempted 
to stampede the 
conference. 


Representative Malion of the delegation 
frantically demanded that the Republi- 
can party should respect property rights, 
should not line lip with the Democrats 
to conliscat.ii the rajlroads, should con- 
idor the welfare of the people who hold 
stock in transporation lines, and should 
permit the present session to close with- 
out any rate' legislation whatever. 


Mr. \Vaiigcr of Pennsylvania followed 


along tlic same line of argument, and the 
members of the Pennsylvania delegation, 
busy as bees, making converts to their 
do-nothing policy, were radiant 
with 


hopefulness whim Speaker Cannon came 
to the rescue of his party. Striding in- 
to the arena in front of the presiding 
officer's chair, lie soundiy lectured hij 
colleagues. 


SAFEGUARDED BY COURTS. 


He ridiculed the assertion that the 


Townsend-Esuh bill contemplated or in- 
volved the contention of one dollar's 
ivorth of railroad property. He explain- 
ed that when tlie present interstate com- 
merce' commission was created it exer- 
cised tlic power which congress intended 
to give it and put into force reasonable 
rates. This power v;as later taken away 
by the decision of 
tlic supreme court. 


"But during the time it was enjoyed who 
raised the cry that the commission in 
regulating rates was confiscating prop- 
erty!" demanded tlic speaker. "The 
courts are sufficient safeguards," coun- 
seled tlie speaker, "and we caa safely 
trust thorn to closely scrutinize the de- 
cision of the commission and protect all 
property rights."

Resume of Yesterday. 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. 4.—A bill provid- 


ing for the establishment of a. state san- 
atorium for the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis was introduced in the assem- 
bly by 0. G. Kinncy of Dunn county yes- 
terday. The measure is in some respects 
similar to the one introduced two years 
ago, but which failed to pass. It was 
drafted by Mr. Kinney after conferences 
with members of the state tuberculosis 
commission and the state board of health. 


It carries an appropriation of $00,000 


for the establishment of the sanatorium 
and $25,000 a year for the expenses of 
the institution. The general supervision 
and 
government 
of 
the 
sanatorium 


is to be vested in an advisory board con- 
sisting of five members appointed by the 
governor, one of whom is to be a. mem- 
ber of the state board of control and at 
least two are to be licensed physicians. 
The. 
members 
are 
to 
serve 
for 


terras of five years and are to re- 
ceive no compensation except traveling 
and other necessary expenses when en- 
gaged in tlic discharge of their duties. 


All persons affected with pulmonary 


tuberculosis may be admitted to the san- 
atorium, but preference is to be given to 
those suffering from the disease in its in- 
cipient form. 
Xo person who has not 


been a resident of the state at least a 
year preceding his application is to bo 
admitted to Hie institution. 


The methods and conditions under 


which patients arc to be admitted to tho 
sanatorium arc sot forth in the bill as 
follows: 


MUST PAY FOR MAINTENANCE. 


All persons admitted ns patients to the 


sanatorium shall pay the sum of $5 per 
week toward the cost of their mainten- 
ance, the balance of the actual cost of 
maintenance being paid from the annual 
state appropriation. Such charges against 
the individual patient may. however, be 
paid by nny persons or society for any 
patient or patients. In disc patients arc 
received who desire to pay the full am- 
ount of their actual maintenance the 
determination of such sum shall be made 
by lite, state board of control. 
'Any person unable to pay such charges 
for support may be admitted to 
said 


sanatorium after it has been determined 
bv the examining physician that such 
person is suffering from p-jlmcnary tu- 
berculosis; provided, however, that be- 
fore such person shall be admitted to the 
sanatorium he shall file a statement with 
the judge of the probate court of the 
county within which such person resides, 
setting forth the fact that IIP is unable 
to pay the regular charges. Said judge, 
upon presentation of report of duly au- 
thorized examining physician, that said 
person is afflicted with pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and further that ho is satisfied 
that said applicant or his legal represen- 
tatives are actually unable to pay such 
charges, fiha'.l approve in writing of the 
application of such person. Against any 
and all counties thus sending indigent 
patients to the sanatorium in pursuance 
with the foregoing provisions the state 
bonrd of control shall mnl •> and collect 
proper charges. 


MEASURES INTRODUCED. 


Senator Noble yesterday morning in- 


troduced a measure which if it passes 
will have a far-reaching effect upon the 
sale of what are known as pat«nt or pro- 
prietary medicines in 
Wisconsin. The 


bill provides that all bottles or packages 
containing patent medicine offered for 
sale shall bo labeled, showing the ingred- 
ients und formulas used in compounding 
the medicine. Penalties of from 95, to 
$1,000 are imposed for violating the act. 
Tlic law is not. to apply to any medicine 
prescribed by any regular practicing phy- 
sician. 


Assemblyman Warner of Madison in- 


troduced by request an miti-trust bill 
drawn by Attorney D. K. Tcnney of this 
city, who had a similar measure present- 
ed in the lower house last session, but 
which failed to pass. The bill directs tlic 
attorney general to proceed against all 
combinations in restraint of trade doing 
business in Wisconsin s:id empowers him 
to engage competent attorneys to assist 
him.

he also struck Wren. 


The confession of Barhyte, Rooney 


and Wannamaker arc all in keeping with 
the statement mode by Schumacher. The 
*nloon keeper was careful in his testi- 
mony and confession to take upon Inm- 
sdf the blame for the killing of the man 
and he completely exonerated George 
declaring that he was on the inside of 
the saloon when Wren was killed.

afflict the business of the country. This 
road is charged with so manipulating its

the Iron 
company, 


which pavo it a most tremendous advan- 
tage over all competition anywheres in 
the stale. This particular rood public- 
ly denies it did anything wrong or that 
it assisted in the slaughtering of rival 
fuel and iron companies. It pecs no wrong 
whatever in any advantages it gave the 


• Colorado Iron company, but if it does 
not, others may, and if late reports arc 
not in error the government will for- 
mally prosecute the offenders. 
If 
the 


commission, hnd the power when it made 
a finding, the unfair rates would have to 
be cancelled, and at once. Then the road 
so required to cease its discriminations 
would resort to the courts as arranged 
for in the measure above referred to. 
Tins matter would be thus taken up and 
the railroads highly interested in secur- 
ing this time quick decisions would of 
course get them. If the decision, and by 
the way the government must have the 
right of appeal as well as the railroads, 
is adverse lo the commission, then if not 
appealed, the commission loses and the 
roads return lo their discriminations, de- 
clared arc not discriminations by 
the 


courts but justified. If the courts decide 
in favor of the commission, and against 
the roads then the rates ns made by the 
commission in the decision remain in full 
force. No one U injured and no injustice 
is done the transportation companies, as 
nil that lias been done is that an agent 
of the government known as the inter- 
state commission has corrected freight 
rates sought to be discriminatcly levied 
against certain interests; or such com- 
mission lias ordered to cease rebates 
given in disguised forms that unfairly in- 
jured business firms not so favored. 


It is now understood the little joker in 


the Elkins law removes all danger of dis- 
tasteful 
criminal proceedings 
against 


those found guilty of unfairly giving dis- 
criminative rates. It is tliis same person 
now trying to work on the country a 
scheme of organizing a system of courts 
especially to try these railroad 
cases.

Roosevelt nnd the leaders of his party 
in the two houses of congress. It is a 
niost interesting subject—one 
about 


which there has been no end of auiet 
talk and speculation during the hist few 
weeks. 


So far as the spring extra session is 


concerned the most that can be fairly 
said is that it is improbable, but of course 
possible. It all depend* upon the state 
of eagerness and impatience in which the 
president may find his most active nnd 
restless mind when the moment comes for 
reaching the final decision. His varying 
moods at this stage do not count, for 
much. Until within a day or two the 
president was virtually at 
a state of 


equilibrium on the proposal to call his 
special session to meet the first week in 
October, primarily to take up the rail- 
way question, but incidentally to have 
something done with the tariff if possible. 
Within the last twenty-four hours he 
has grown more restive under the pros- 
pect of indefinite delay at tho capitol, 
und has hinted to some of his callers 
that he might summon the legislators to 
meet in March. 


Many Republican senators and not a 


few lending members of 
the 
majority 


purty in the bouse of representatives say 
the president is a trifle too eager and 
strenuous in bis efforts to make himself 
the party leader. They laugh at his won- 
derful energy, which se.ves to bring for- 
ward a new propaganda, another move- 
ment for reforrn. or regulation of 
the 


world, almost every day. They think he 
conies dangerously near to overstepping 
the boundary line which should dcmark 
the executive from the legislative bran- 
ches of the- government. In their opinion 
his attempts to dragoon or force the con- 
gress into action on his policies leads him 
to activities which nre a trifle too stren 
uous. 


Among senators particularly is there .a 


shade of half good-humored resentment 
at the efforts which the president is mak- 
ing to force their hand by threats of an 
extra session in the fall, as they have till 
now understood it. and of one to be call- 
ed in March, according to Mr. Roosevelt's 
latest impatient intimation. 


In other words, we are now having 


the working out of the condition which 
I pointed out immediately after the as- 
sembling of congress last December—the 
Republican party with a marvelously ac- 
tive and drifting lender, finding the pace 
too hot and not being able to make up 
its mind whether it will settle down in 
the traces and pull like a good horse 
under the ranchero'a whip or whether it 
will balk and make n. row about 
the 


whole business.

congress more than anything else is the 
consciousness which they have ever with 
them that Mr. Roosevelt has the people 
behind him. It is a- matter of common 
remark among public men that Mr. 


if congress does not respond to-his every 
wish the country will damn coDgreu «nd 
praise the man in the White House, At 
one senator said yesterday: "If we don't 
bow down and do whatercr Mr. Roose- 
velt tells us to do tbe country win no! 
blame the president for having failed to 
carry out its policies. It \rill say, 'Hc'i 
all right—the trouble is with those darn- 
ed fools in congress.' " 


That public opinion is behind the pres- 


ident on the railway rate and tarifl 
questionB there is no room for doubt, 
though just now, naturally, it is showing 
itself more on the former than on tha 
latter.

MUST RETAIN PROPERTY 


Judco Bclden Decldea In Favor of Spiritual. 


Istlo Indtllmtlon. 


Judge Belden filed a decision Saturday 


for the circuit court of W.ilworth county 
;hat will be of considerable interest to 
,he people of Whitewater, and to spirit- 
ualists generally. Several years ago 
Morris Pratt, a- wealthy 
resident of 


Whitewater, who for many years had 
icen a 'devoted spiritualist, erected 
a 


arge building in his home city designed 
or school and public hall uses. He mode 
several attempts to have the Notional 
Spiritualist association take the property 
and conduct, a spiritualist school. Fail- 
ng in this, he finally succeeded in organ- 
zing a board of trustees and to them he 
deeded the property, commonly known as 
;hc "Morris Pratt Temple," with the con- 
dition that a school of spiritualism be 
londncted therein. At the same time he 
deeded to his wife certain real estate in 
satisfaction of her interests in his prop- 
erty, and deeded to Moses Hull, a well 
known spiritualist teacher and advocate, 
certain other property as an inducement 
to him to come to Whitewater and be 
the hend of the school. 


After his death, Mrs. Pratt filed her 


tlcction to take the provisions made for 
her by law instead of those made for her 
by the deed of settlement, and inciden- 
tal]}', in the legal proceedings that fol- 
lowed, all the deeds mentioned ar.d two 
or three mortgages came into question. 
The principal contention was that the 
deed of tho "Temple" property was in- 
valid because of-certain alleged altera- 
tions or additions in the deed, and .be- 
cause the trustees 'had failed to raise an 
endowment fund of ten thousand dollars 
which two of the trustees had promised 
to. raise, subsequent to the execution of 
the deed. 


The court held the deed valid as also 


the several other deeds and mortgages 
involved, and that the so-called endow- 
ment agreement amounted to nothing, it 
not having been a condition connected 
with tho execution of the deed and be- 
ing a purely voluntary act on the part 
of the two trustees, it not appearing that 
the remaining trustee* knew anything 
about it. The Temple is one of tho ob- 
jects of interest pointed out to White- 
water visitors, and is worth from thirty 
to forty thousand dollars. The decision 
vests the title absolutely in the trustees 
for the purposes mentioned iu the deed. 


A curious incident to the litigation is 


that while Mrs. Pratt as sole heir of her 
husband seeks to obtain this property, 
and the Temple trustees say they would 
be better off without it because of the 
difficulty of raising runds to maintain it, 
the decision of the court 
compels the 


trustees to retain the property.
